Commissioner Gary Mercer 
seemed to.sum-up the feelings of 
his board when he told applicant 
Edward McLauglilin "you have an 
uphill climb to sell this to us." 
McLaughlin plans to fill 890 
square feet of bordering wetlands 
and 2200 square fect of land sub- 
ject to flooding. He also plans to 
provide compensation and mitiga- 
tion in order to utilize part of a 
four acre block of land he owns 
along Concord Street. He said he 
will go to town meeting in April to 
try to rezone the parcel to Neigh- 
borhood Business. 
Board members stressed that the 
proposed location was in a 
"sensitive area." They said when it

"I'm absolutely against any kind 
of building there whatsoever," said 
Don Ugolini.

He asked the applicant to bring in 
calculations to prove his proposal 
would work, 

Other board members expressed 
concern with possible contaminants 
going into Lubbers Brook once a 
parking lot is bujlt. They Said they 
needed more information on how 
the owner would control contami- 
nation, Dr. Ross Dobberteen, a 
senior scientist with Lelito En- 
vironmental Consultants, assured 
the commission they had tried to 
use "the best management prac- 
tices" to lessen negative impacts. 
He said he was at a disadvantage 
since his engineer wasn't present to 
provide calculations. 

During discussion, commissioners 
noted they didn't have to allow any 
filling of wetlands if they didn't 
fecl the project was in the town's 
best interest. McLaughlin argued, 
as long as he was going to provide 
compensation for any disturbance, 
he had a legal right to go ahead 
with the proposal. He told board 
members he would be willing to 
work with them to alleviate some 
of the problems in the area. 

One neighbor spoke out briefly. 
George Lingenfelter, a hydro- 
geologist, said he lived nearby and 
was "totally against this thing.” 
Commissioners said abuttors 
would have a chance ty. speak out at 
the next meeting. The hearing was 
continued to February 6 to allow 
the applicant to bring in his 
calculations and other information 
to the board.

Dukakis has signed the legislation 
which ratifies a 20-year agreement 
between the, Reading Municipal 
Light Department and its four 
member communities.

According to a letter from Wil- 
mington Town Manager Michael 
Caira, the legislation was signed on 
December 26, just five days short 
of the December 31 deadline. The 
agreement provides Reading, 
North Reading, Lynnfield; and 
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Wilmington with in-licu-of-tax 
payments based upon an established 
formula which takes into account 
RMLD's net plant value and 
kilowatt usage of each town, Caira 
said last week Wilmington can 
expect the first payment of 


_$118,881 in March. The second 


payment will be approximately 
$120,000 and will come to the 
town around June 30. Original 
“conservative” estimates of the 
total in-lieu-of-tax payment for 
FY1991 was $218,000, said Caira. 


In addition to the tax payments, _ 


the light company has agreed to 
equalize stfeet lighting rates for the 
member communities and to-allow 
them to choose representatives to 
Serve on a newly éstablished ad-* 
visory"board. This board will give 
input on major decisions made by

Labor 
charge 
dismissed

A charge that Wilmington ad- 
ministrators moved local firemen 
toa temporary ion at Sweet- 
heart Plastics last fall without fully 
bargaining the change in working 
conditions has been dismissed by 
the state Labor Relations Commis- 
sion. The complaint had been filed 
by Firefighters Local 1370. 
In a statement issued January 15, 


howed the town didn't 
bargain fully with the union prior 
to making the change, evidence 
also showed the temporary reas- 
signment "has ceased and is un- 
likely to recur." For that reason, 
the commission decided to dismiss 
the charge. A number of other 
complaints filed at the same time, 
however, will be taken up at a 
hearing in Boston on July 9. 

The whole issue dates back to the 
fall when the Burlington-Avenuc 
bridge was closed for repair. At 
that time, several firefighters were 
reassigned to temporary quarters 
at Sweetheart Plastics to afford 
protection to residents on that side 
of the bridge. According to Town 
Manager Michael Caira, the men 
may have preferred to be stationed 
at the elderly housing project at 
Deming Way. Caira said, however, 
he felt that was "inappropriate" 
because of a lack of security there 
and the possibility of engine noise 
disturbing the tenants. 

Caira noted that he had to make a 
fairly quick decision because of the 
fast_action taken by the DPW to 
close the bridge. 

"I thought we acted as well as 
anyone could have expected us to 
act,” Caira said Tuesday. 

Union officials complained that 
the firefighters were "required to 
occupy.-a-twelve foot square 
wooden shack" while on temporary 
assignment. Union officers John” 
Brown and Joe McMahon could not

running alone for his own three- 
year seat on the Shawsheen Tech 
School Committee. Jim Stewart, 
who was elected moderator for the 
last town meeting, is the only can- 
didate so far for the three year 
term for town moderator. Joan 
Sadowski is in the running for her 
own five-year seat on the 
Wilmington Housing Authority. As 
of Tuesday, no one had taken out 
papers for Jay Donovan's five-year

Caira clarifies 
snow accounts

To correct a "misleading" article 
in the December 9 Lowell Sun, 
Town Manager Michael Caira told 
selectmen last week Wilmington's 
snow and ice account includes the 
salaries of highway department 
employees for an estimated six 
week period. The article compared 
the snow budgets of Wilmington 
and 21 neighboring towns, Caira 
said, in the story, it appeared that 
Wilmington was spending too 
much money on snow removal 
when, in fact, that wasn't the case. 
According to Caira, while other 
towns don't include employee sala- 
ries in the snow and ice line item, 
Wilmington does. Also, unlike 
other towns, Wilmington approp- 
riated more money but didn't go 
over it's budget. 
"It's just a question of how they

allocate dollars," said Caira, 
According to a chart prepared by 
DPW Superintendent Bob Palmer, 
the town appropriated $411,000 in 
1989-90 for the snow and ice 
budget but only $407,000 was 
spent. Of the money appropriated, 
$99,618 went toward the salary of 
permanent employees; $109,295 
went toward overtime salaries and 
extra help; $17,500 went toward 
repairs and maintenance of snow 
equipment; $88,472 went toward 
miscellaneous services; $90,045 
went toward sand and salt; and 
$6,300 went toward tools and 
equipment. A total of 126 roads are 
plowed by Palmer' department, 
In a preface to the chart, Palmer 
noted the money appropriated is 
"sufficient" for the average winter 
and the snow budget can only be 
spent on ice and snow removal.

Mrs. Mosca's kindergarten class at 
the Woburn Street School sent two 
boxes filled with homemade gin- 
gersnaps and personal items to 
servicemen in the Gulf. Students 
also personalized the box with their 
own handprints in red and green 
ink. Youngsters at the Shawshecn 
School followed suit and also sent 
packages to the armed forces. Spe. 
Craig Francis and AIC Jeffrey

approach to the war at Wilmington 
High. Principal Paul Fleming has 

{ made informal suggestions to his 
staff as to how to deal with the war 
and use it as a springboard for 
discussion on such things as the 
origin of the Jewish state. He told 
the Town Crieg, while there's an 
emphasis on peace at the school, 
there's also a determination to 
make sure-the troops know they 
have the full support of those back 
home.

Michele Nortonen, assistant 
principal at the Shawsheen School, 
points out that the concepts of 
peace and war are a little too 
abstract for the elementary age 
group. 

"I see that there are problems just 
from watching TV but I haven't 
seen any manifested at our school. 
They (students) just feel sorry that 


- the soldiers are over there in a 
country that's so different from 
ours," she said. 

Tikonoff admitted while it's hard | 
to gauge his students’ reactions to - 
the war, there seems to be a 
"Rambo mentality" that is shaping 
some youngsters’ thinking. . 
"When that happens, we try to . 
bring them back to the-realities of 
war and what the issues are," he , 
said. 

"The reality of war is just starting 
to penetrate here," noted West 
Intermediate Principal Jim Jordan. 
He added, with former students and 
other local men stationed in the 
Gulf, the war is being brought to 
his students on a more personal 
level. 

Fleming explained the mood at the 
high school is one of “studied 
calm." 

“There's no clear sense of 
outrage. They're (students) very 
interested in it. They're watching it 
very closely on TV," Fleming said. 
He said it was interesting that many 
high schoolers seem caught up in 
the technology of war and in the 
weapons themselves as they are 
displayed on television for the 
American public. 

"They haven't seen the real horror 
of war yet and won't until it starts 
on the ground," summed up the 
principal. 


Shawsheen Commons 
sewer work almost complete

Though sewer work on Lake 
Street and by the Shawsheen 
Elementary School is basically 
complete, proponents of the 
Shawsheen Commons. housing-pro- 
ject are still waiting for the final 
okay to run the sewer line under 
“the Lake Street bridge. The line is 
being brought from Grove Avenue 
to the project site off Hopkins 
Street. . 
According to Dan McCarty, 
spokesman for developer Jay 
Tighe, proponents received a per- 
mit from the MBTA to bring the 
line under the bridge. However, 
plans to "jack" the pipe under 
bridge are still being reviewed by 
railroad of ls, Once the final 
okay is given, the line will be 
brought under the bridge and 
hooked up to the Shawsheen 
School. 
In an update to the Wilmington 
Conservation Commission last 
week McCarty said, after continual 
monitoring of dewatering opera- 
lions, “there's virtually no silt 
getting into the canal." Previously, 
the developer and contractors had 
been taken to task for pumping 
silt-filled water onto homeowners’ 


property and into the Middlesex 
Canal, McCarty added any silt in 
the water is coming out al least 200 
feet from the canal. 

Conservation Administrator Ei- 
jeen~Chabot agreed: there-is- "no 
problem" now, but there had been 
some silt inan easement and there 
were no erosion controls by the 
home, of Carole Redler when silt 
was discharged in that area, 
Consultants Fay, Spofford, and 
Thorndike told sewer commis- 
sioners in a letter they expect to 
issue a certificate of compliance 
soon since the sewer work is 
"satisfactory" and* loaming and 
seeding has begun. 

McCarty told conservation com- 
missioners the water connection 
has been made on Reed Street and 
Harold Avenue and a CDAG grant 
has been received and will help pay 
for the replacement of water pipes 
in the area, That work and the 
planting of trees in the berm along 
Reed Street should get underway in 
the spring, said McCarty. 
Chairman Dennis Poltrino noted, 
with the sewer work just about 
complete, the project is almost out 
of his board's jurisdiction,

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Local company takes 
pride in Gulf weapon

While war in the Gulf may seem 
very distant to local residents, 
much of the technology being used 
against Iraq was developed right ' 
here in our community. 

The Patriot Missile, which has 
dazzled the world with its 
performance against Iraqi SCUD 
missiles, was developed in 
«Andover, Massachusetts. Raytheon 
Corporation, headquartered in 
Lexington, is the prime contractor 
for the Patriot Missile System. 
Production of the missile began in 
1980 at Raytheon's Missile Systems 
Divisions plant in Andover. 

The Patriot is an air defense 
system designed to counter air- 
craft, cruise missiles, and tactical 
ballistic missiles. Never before 
used in live combat, the Patriot

Praying not easy for 
Moslem on the move

Ali Amani Abadi probably is no 
longer among the living. A 
Moslem, he was born in the holy 
city of Qum in eastern Persia, 
probably about 1905. Today one 
calls Persia by the name of Iran.” 

A highly educated person, Ali 
was a graduate of Heidelberg 
University (five years for a PhD) 
in Germany and of Columbia 
University (five years for a PhD) 
in New York City. He completed 
his education in 1940, and his then 
problem was to find a way to 
return home-to Qum.

As of this writing 
Iraq and Basrah are places known 
to the American public because of 
the military adventures of Saddam 
Hussein. 

Saddam is now engaged in war 
with the United States and with the 
people of Israel. One can watch 
that war every night on the TV. 

But it was 50 years ago that Ali 
was going home and Germany 
(Hitler) and Italy (Mussolini) were 
conducting wars at that time.

A billion dollar deficit and the crusade 
for reorganization and reform are both on the backburner in 
the minds of a nation learming new words and technical jargon.

‘Dhahran’. 

But the work of the Weld administration goes forward and 
the war may actually aid them in getting the job done. 

While the media spotlight tums away from state government 
for the most part, planning and implementing reform becomes 
easier for a bureaucracy which always works better when no 
one is paying attention and looking over shoulder. 

Amidst a drastic cleaning of house at the treasurer's office

considering some fantastic reforms in public education. The 
governor is on the verge of a major consolidation of state 
education agencies which will go a long way to save dollars 
and introduce a single, leadership voice for schools in 
Massachusetts. :

Another shaky ice cover for area ponds 


by Bill Conlon 

The ice on local pends isn't what 
you'd call terrific this year. Silver 
Lake in Wilmington, as of Tuesday; 
had barely four inches in most spots, 
and there was a patch of open_water 
just north of the big town beach. 

This makes three years in a row of 
rather shaky ice cover on the ponds. 
Is this evidence of global warming? 

Or is it too early to tell? 

Two seasons ago, in the winter of 
88-89, most area ponds never froze 
completely. That was very unusual. 
Long Pond and Lake Mascuppic in 
Tyngsboro, two of the bigger and 
better known fresh water bodies in 
the Lowell area, still had patches of 
open water until mid-January. Old 
timers told me they'd never seen 
anything like it before. Open water 
in January? Unheard of! 

Last season, December was superb 
for those of us who enjoy the cold. 
Thé last day of December 1989 was 
the only day of the month that saw 
temperatures aboye freezing, while 
the rest of the month was spent in a 
deep freeze. In fact, last season I was 
on a pond in Westford the weekend 
before Christmas, which is dnusual.
